‘Political Meeting at Saaaich. 
Eviroh Staxdakd :—A meeting was held 

on Saturday- @veaing at~ Mr, Simpson's of 
South Saanich, at the invitation of Mr. Dalby. 

Mr. J. T. McIimoyle occupied the chair. 
About 25 persons were present. Mr. Dalby 
addressed the meeting and announced him- 
self in favor of the British Columbie tariff. 
On being asked by some of those present ifhe 
would offer himseif to represent the district 
at Ottawa, he replied he would do se—pro- 
vided it were the desire of the electors that 
he should. He favored the adoption -of our 
present tariff. 

Mr. DeCosmos next addressed tue meeting, 
giving an explanation of the course he inten- 
ded to adopt, and which gave satistaction to 
those present. He was in favor of an amen- 
ded tariff. as being the only one suited to the 
farmers. 

Mr. Wallace came forward and said 
he was one of the first persons to 
suggest to Governor, Musgrave the ne- 
cessity of building @ railway to connect 

s with Canada, which ideA he said, was 
totaly repediated by His Excellency. After 
correspondence held with the Governor oa 
the question the matter dropped, and Mr. 
Wallace had the pleasure to see his ideas 
adopted. The speaker wasn’t pledged to any 
tariff, bat would vote for any which the local 
Legislature would adopt. 

Mr. Banster was astonished with being 
called upon to address the. meeting, as his 
political ideas, be thought, were sufficiently 
known, from Cape Flattery to Cariboo. He 
would support an amended tariff. On being 
asked to give his opinion on the Obinese labor 
question, be stated that bis views bad not 
altered any, since they were expressed in the 
las¢ session of the Legisiature of B. C. 

Mr. Jessop was next called upon, when the 
chairman vacated his seat, considering the 
farmers bad received a slight from Mt. Jessop 
on & fermer-occasion, in styling them a lazy 
and an indolent lot, and not worthy of con- 
sideration ; that they were only capable of 
scratching @ patch of land here and there, 
and Were not worthy to be called farmers. 
Mr. Jessop on a vote of the meeting was 
allowed to speak. _ He stated at a considerable 
length that be never called the farmers @ lary 
indolent lot; he had said oaly that farming 
in this country was mere patchwork; be 
did not state the farmers were unworthy of 
consideration. Mr. J. aiso stated that Mr. 
Wallace bad thrown some light on matters ; 
he would fallow a similar course himself, and 
wonld agree to sdopt, if elected, the tariff 
selected vy the lecal legislature. He was 
pledged to no one party or sect. 

Mr. Mcllmoyle replied, refuting Mr. Jessup’s 
statement with regard to the remarks con- 
cerning the farmers. 

Mr. 8. Duck was called upon, who stated 
that as Saanich was not the district for which 
he intended to offer himself to represent, and 
as the eveniag wus far advanced, he woald 
defer making an address until another occa- 
sion.

' Phe Tammany Thieves. 


[From the Rew York Times.) 

The public indignation against the city au- 
thorities will not be diminished by the mode 
of defence adopted by the accused. It 
amounts to this: ‘' True, we have been 
caught with stolea property im our. pockets, 
but somebody else put it there. We thiskit 
must have been the Republicans’ Anyway, 
we have got the money, and we mean to stick 
to it, and we defy the public to get. dollar of 
it back again.” This is the pluin and simple 
English of Mayor Hall’s attempts to rebut the 
public demand for restitution by inbolence 
and flippancy. 

The attempt to place the, responsibility for 
these frauds on “old Boards,’’ ‘-old systems,” 
etc., is useless because the stolen money went 
principally into the pockets of Tweed, 
Sweeny, Hall, and Connolly, and these men 
have not denied the fact. The Mayor goes 
inte an elaborate statement to explain why 
he does not bring @ libel suit against us for 
the very plain charges we bave made. We 
can give bim a better reason than avy which 
he adduces, because it is the trae reason— 
namely, that men of bis stamp have an invin- 
citle objection to showing themselves in the 
witness box. Thereis another place to which 
they bave a still stronger antipathy, and that 
is the prisoner's dock; and to one or other of 
these conspicuous places we hope to force the 
Mayor and his confederates before we are 
many months older. 

Ag.for the Hergld, we may congratulate it 
on having found its tongue. To be nobody 
in such a fight ag this is bad for the Herald— 
better even is it to come out and defend the 
frauds. And this course, in its excessive 
attachment to Mayor Hall, and ia lively re- 
membrance of the city pay reil, it took yes- 
terday.
